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CHANGES IN IBEW CONSTITUTION 


I N OUR CDuvmtion issue of the Jimrnnl last month, 
we spoke of the long, hard work of our Law Commit- 
tee, The Committee met in Washingion two weeks prior 
to the opening of our Convention in Cleveland, and con- 
sidered proposals for amendments to the Constitution 
covering some 76 (lilTerent subject matters. There were as 
many as 22 resf>tuUons submitted on the same subjecL 
The Law Committee considered all proposed ConstitU' 


lion changes carefully and presented recommendations to 
the Convention, 

In accord with our democratic Convention process, some 
of these I'ecommendationa were adopted by the Convention 
delegates and some were rejected. Following is a sum- 
mary of the changes in our Constitution which have been 
put into elTect as a result of ConvenUon action* 


Article 1, Hrrliim I

tliose w]io are already retarded. 
There ik eiieouriigin^ evidence that 
rei^earcli can find the causers of re- 
Uirdatimi so tliat vve may eveiilual- 
ly proven t a good pun of it. 

]Ieli> for those now retar<lcd ami 
insofar as is possible ]>re vent ion of 
mental retardation iji tlio fiiturcy is 
the work of the National xVssoeia- 
lion for Hetardcd Children. 

In the [Tnitoii Slates today there 
arc five million liniiled imtnari be- 
ings. l\Iost of these, trifh help, can 
iK^come iisefnh happy men and 
woimm. They ai-e of every race 
and reiigion. every eidlm-al and ec- 
onomic background. Tliirty ont of 
eveiy thousand people arc retard- 
ed. 

Twenty-five mtt of every "}0 re- 
tarded children are '^Hlucable.” 
^Vitli specially designed courses of 
study ami methods of !e<aeiiing, 
they can learn tJie tliree 
^lost of tliem can become self-siip- 
jiorting. They mted special help, 
bm getting it, instead of ladng an 
emotiomil and financial burden to 
themselves, tlteir families and 
society, tliesc children can lH‘Come 
self - respecting, contrihiiting citi- 
zens. Their need can be reduced 
to occasional counseling in periods 
of crisis. 

An additional four out of every 
30 retarded cldldren arc ''train- 
able. They ean learn to take care 
of their own pei'sonal needs even 
thougli they may never learn to 
read and write. TJiey can do 
simple work at home, or sometime, 
away from home nmler sopervi- 
sion. 

Only one out of 30 ?'ctarded 
children is ** totally dei»endcnt. ' ’ 

Lfnfortitnately, all too few of tlic 
■ ^ edueable' ' and trainable” ro- 
ta nlcnb ever get a ehaiiee to reach 
their full potential and lead a 
bap|)v, near-to-normal life. 

Little Mark Nathan, the NAKC 
poster boy. is one of the lucky ones. 
His motlier and dad realize his 
handicap and art; seeking in every 
way they can to seeiiT‘e help I'fjr 
him, and they are also working 
through tlic NAHC to help others 
like him. 

Mark is the third of five Nathan 


ehihhcu, nunc of the others lieing 
retarded. The cause of Mark's con- 
ilitiim is not known — there are 90 
]Kissible (sms(^s of reUirdation. 

Bra)! her Nathan and his wife are 
active witli the local Montgomery 
(hmnty Association for Ketanled 
Children, a unit of the NARC. He 
.serves on the Board of Direetoi^ of 
his local unit. 

AVhilc he fmrtici pates in a num- 
ber of oilier civic activities in his 
local coiimiimity of Fort AVashing- 
tou. near Pliiladelphia, his major 
effort is working for retanled 
children.

Fold carefully 
into cheese mixture. Lightly stir in Vi cup melted butter. l^)Ur into pre- 
pared pan, and sprinkle with reseiwed crumbs. Bake in moderate oven 
350‘ F., 1 hour and 10 minutes, or until firm. Turn off heat, and let 
cake stand in oven about 30 minutes. Cool; remove rim of pan.

We find tliat when Williams sigiie«l the letter, iis a 
witness, to be smit the eompany — ‘Ufler he fought with 
Brady— eertaiidy showed the intent to wrong a mem 
licr. ( Brady was iliseiplinetl by tlie company and, we 
liciieve, the letter eontrilmted to tliis.)

Exeeuiive Cuundl 
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Economist Answers '"Union Power" Charge 


C "'IIARC]E8 «f 'Pinion monopoly'^ are 
j all too coTTimon thosn days. Big 
business says that unions am too big 
and have too much power, and that 
unions are i'es|ionsible for high prices. 
The spokesmen for big business, the 
Chambtir of ConiTuerce and the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
use these cluirges in an etfort to win 
public sup poll for their continuing 
chive to weaken or destroy trade 
unions. 

The IBEW has been pointing out 
the fallacy of these charges for a 
long time. So this department was 
interested in the comments of a noted 
labor economist, Professor N. ArnoUI 
Tolies of Cornell University, ex- 
pressed in a letter to the New York 
Times, l^rofessor Tolies has a solid 
background in labor economies. He is 
a former economist of the United 
States Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
served as a research director in the 
Dcjmrtment of I^abor's Wage ami 
Hour Division, and as a consultant to 
the United States Conciliation Seiwice 
and the national War Labor Hoard, 
He is co-author of the book “Pro- 
viding Facts and Figures for Collec- 
tive Barguining,^' 

In his letter, which we are reprint- 
ing with his iHU'mission, Professor 
Tolies oiTera some convincing argu- 
ments to the chai'ge that unions have 
too much economic power, (The mUlcd 
em p basis is ou rs* ) H e w r i tes : 

“The chairman of the Harvard 
Department of Economics in a pam- 
phlet written for the ‘American En- 
terprise Association' states that ‘there 
is abundant evidence that; unions to- 
day have too much economic power/ 
This opinion has provided a handy 
climax to the monthly letter for Au- 
gust, 1958, of the First National City 
Bank. There is such Uthundnuf 
eridenee/ 

“What is meant by ‘too much’? 
No\v as always union pressure is ir- 
ritating to an individual employer who 
would like to be free of any challenge 
to his unilateral labor policies. Now, 
as freiiuently in the past, there are 
Hcatteretl but untypical cases of spe- 
cific wrongdoing by union as well as 
management officials. Neither of these 
facts would seem to justify any re- 


versal of our well-settled national 
policy of encouraging collective 
bargaining, 

RISING IMHCES 

“The new line of attack on labor 
unions is based on a more subtle argu- 
ment that labor unions are supposed 
to be responsible for rising prices or 
for business depressions or for both. 
On historical grounds one sbould be 
suspicious of this argument, in view 


of the fact that our w-orst experiences 
with price inflation and with business 
clepreBsions have occurred at times 
when labor unions were either non- 
existent or weak, 

“However, the interesting thing 
about this argument is that it seems 
to he ndeaneed dogmatically hy those 
udio know the least atmu the snhjecL 
To my knowledge no such opinion has 
been expressed by the scholars who

of the St* Louis city limits in the sub- 
urban community of Affton, Missouri, 
has under construction one of the 
finest ami most mmlern high school 


buihlings ever designed, with al! of 
the buildings in the group including 
the gymnasium heated hy electricity. 
The two-story building designed by 


w 
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architects Eincst Fritori tuul T* F* 
UnlamI will provirle facilities for tlOO 
pupils. The 45,222 s^juare feet of floor 
space will be oseri for 20 classrooms, 
a library and miscdianeous offices. 

Load pi-obabilities for the school 
are approximately 150 kilowatts for 
lightinjr, 225 kw for cooking- and mis- 
cellaneous equipment and 3T5 kw for 
deciric space heating-. Totsil load for 
the building is estimated at about 
750 kw. 

The classrooms will be heated by 
means of unit ventilators, with one 
ventilator in each room. Other elect ri- 
eal equipment would include three 
fully-equipped electric demonstration 
kitchens in the Home Economics De- 
partment, a complete all-electric 
kitchen for the preparation of student 
lunches and a luminous indirect Mg-ht- 
ing installation using nine 500 watt 
concentric ring units per classroom. 

Bayless School Superintendent 
Hugo Beck cited several reasons why 
his school board decided to use electric 
space heating. These reasons con- 
cerned economy, safety and the desire 
for gooil heating and ventilation 
whether the entire school or only a 
few rooms are in use. 

One of the reasons was the smaller 
capital investment required, which al- 
lowed more claissi'oom area for the 
money spent. 

This will be jK>ssible becausi* there 
will be no boiler, boiler room, chimney 
or pipe runs. There will be no worries 
about overshooting or lagging of heat 
fi*om a central heating system because 
the electric unit %'entilalors allow for 
individual room or zone control. This 
makes it practical to use just a few 
rooms for night operation without 
using the entire central beating sys- 
tem. In addition, the elimination of 
boilers and inflammable fuels makes 
electric heating a safer ope rat ion. 
Boiler insurance and maintenance 
cost^ are eliminated. 

Beck, who anticipates lower main- 
tenance costs for his overall heating 
.system as a result of using electric 
space healing, said bis board also con- 
sidered the fact that the wnring in the 
classrooms would be adeejuate should 
they decide to air condition these 
rooms at a later date. 

Mr. Beck in a speech made before 
the delegates of the 3rd Electric 
Space Heating and Heat Pump Con- 
ference held in the Barhizon Hotel in 
Neiv York City had this to say about 
electric space heating and the part it 
plays in educational institutions. 

As rapidly as possible, the electrical 
industry should cooperatively develop 
a brochure that school boards, super- 
intendents, iii'chitects, engineers and 
interested lay citizens could become 
acquainted with this whole new held. 

This brochui'e covild be broken up 
into several aj*eas: 

a, The economics and fin unci nl ]>ic- 
ture. 


b. The educational trends relative 
to electric heat. 

c. The other tangible factors. 

d. A frank projection of the future 
role of the kilowatt in relation to 
atomic power and energy. 

The electrical industry should co- 
operatively develop and build a school 
embodying the latest developments in 
electrical living and communication, a 
mecea where school personnel could 
see at fii-st hand the very latest light- 
ing, heating, cooling, ventilation, color 
dynamics, insulation, and communica- 
tion systems. 

(Never forget that practically 
every piece of audio-visual equipment 
has an electrical plug attached to it.) 

The electric work on the Hayless 
School was done by the Benson Elec- 
tric Company, which employs mi“m* 
bers of Local No. 1.

future negotiations of all local unions 
(3) an appeal by all centi-al and state 
bodies to legislators to secure action 
that will bring to workers and con- 
sumers their fair share of the ad- 
vantages and benefits of industrial 
automation, and to search for an an- 
swer to the problem of displacement 
of vast segments of the working force 
of our Nation (4) a shorter workweek 
committee in every local union affili- 
ated with the Council. 

The (‘eduction of the workweek to 
20 hours will be brought about gradu- 
ally through education, collective bar- 
g-uining, and legislation, commen- 
surate with tile development of auto- 
mation to olTset the unemployment 
caused by it.

New Sub-Stations 
Power D.C. Water 

I.. ir. 2fi. WASHtNCTOV, D. C.— Pre- 

sen ted herewith are Uvo pictures of 
an undeidakiTig that is tremendous in 
scope ami is outstanding, inasmuch as 
there are only three operations of this 
magnitude, in the United States, at 
the present time. 

In the photo you can see one of the 
two 34,0 KV unit sub-stations consist- 
ing of indoor type cubicles, com- 
pressed air switch gear, i-ated 1200 
at 33,5 with 7500 KV trans- 
formers that supply power for six 
2500 HF motors driving 100 million 
gallon pumps supplying water jiuniped 
from the Fotomac River to Dalecarlia 
Filter Station, three miles away, 
through one mile of solid rock. This 
passage is Hi feet in diameter. This 


station is fully automatic and is con- 
trolled from remote stations through 
a telephone cable installation. Com- 
bi nations of relays are the answer. To 
visualize the tremendous size of Uiis 
equipment, comiiare the size of the 
switch gear to the men in the pic- 
ture, Reading from left to right: 
Donald Robey, Gene Haynes, Lou 
Chabet, Earl Alcorn* and William 
Ch^eamer, superintendont; for Fly- 
mouth Electric Company who have 
contracted the installation. Mr, 


Creamer, supplying the information 
about this installation, pointe<l out 
that it takes from three weeks to a 
month to assemble these mrdors and 
he h;*s had from two to 14 men on 
this job, from lime to time.

as long as he, have seen this local and 
ciur conditions grow from nothing to 
the standards that we now accept as 
commonplace today. Sometimes we 
are shortsighted anti think that con* 
ditions aren’t as good as they could 
be. I am sure that in si)me cases this 
is true* We must always strive to 
better conditions and to go forward, 
hut nevertheless a comparison with 
what we do have today based on those 
times 50 yeai-s ago can*t help but 
make us reflect on the vast improve* 
merit mafle.

Local 120 Mourns Death 
Of Veteran Bert Woodley 

I.. r. 120. LONnON, ONT.— His 

many friends, both in and out of the 
IRF'W. were recently very gr ievetl to 
hear of the death of Bi-other J. A, 
Wo ml ley, Bert, as he was known to 
his intimates, received liis 35-year 
m e mhe rsh ip pin last y <^a r. D u 1 1 n g h i s 
long association with the I HE W he 
was a lower of strength to L.U. I2tl. 
Previous to the Second Worhi War, 
when we. like many of the smaller 
locals in the IREW, fan mi the going 


real tough, with unemploymtmt ramp- 
ant and scarcely enough funds avail- 
ahle to even pay fiall I’ent, Bert would 
convene executive meetings, commit- 
tee meldings etc. in his o\vi\ home in 
an effort to conseive L.U. funds ami 
he also prevailed upon other members 
of the Executive Board to do likewise. 
Due to lus efforts in this respect, wc 
were able to weather the depression 
and retain nui^ charter and it is on 
such a foundation of integ:rity ami 
personal sacrifice as demonstrated by 
rot he I' J, A. Woodley that L.U. 12(1 
stands today, Without such stalwarts, 
th(» labor movement would have died 
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m its infancy. While the members 
of L,U. 120 feel a keen sense of loss 
in Brother Woodley's death, the effect 
on his immediate family is far more 
tragic due to the fact that at the time 
of his death, his wife was and still is, 
in the hospital with a heart and para- 
lytic condition which does not allow 
her to g-ive any indication as to 
whether she is aware of the loss of 
her hushami or not Through the 
many years of his membership in the 
IBEW, and at one time or another, 
Bert held every office in the local. He 
performed this work evenings and on 
weekends while earning his living as 
an Elect rid a 11 . In those days it w\as 
strictly a labor of love, without pay or 
remune ration and his incentive was 
his dedication to the labor movement. 
Bert leaves behind him, two sons, both 
of whom iu-e membei-s of this Local 
and he told this deponent at the time, 
that the proudest moment of his life 
was the night he initiated his two 
boys into the IREW, 

After many months, endless meet- 
ings and finally a Counci liat ion Board, 
we are pleased to re[iort that our new 
agreement has now been signed. The 
former rale was ^2.40 per hour for 
journeymen. As of August 1st, 1958 
the rate will be ^2.50 per hour* As of 
January 1st, 1959 an additional 5 
cents per hour will bt* added* As of 
June 1st, 1959 an additional 10 cents 
per hour and a further iiicrea.se of ten 
cents per hour effective January 1st, 
1960 completes the negotiation results. 
This makes a total increase of 
cents per hour on a two-yi^ar agree- 
ment. Except for a few minor changes, 
the ugreement othenvise remains 
about the same with the health and 
welfare plan being retained. In view 
of the labor situation at this time and 
the avowed “hold-the-line" policy of 
the Contractors, the Negotiating Com- 
mittee is to be congratulated on 
bringing home such a good contract*

Philadelphia Assists in 
Perfecting Aptitude Tests 

L. U. I2fi. I’lnLADfXPniA. PA.— 

Our Joint Apprentice Training Com- 
mittee has again taken a tremendous 
step fonvard in perfecting our train- 
ing program by establishing a battery 
of aptitude tests for apprentice train- 
ing applicants. It is hoped, through 
the dev^elopment of these tests, that 
apprentices will be seltctetl who have 
the aptitudes for becoming a success 
in the field of the outside ifiectrical 
worker. 

To the he.nt of our knowledge this Is 
the first time such a battery has been 
developed and it will he made avail- 
able for use throughout the entire 
L'nited States, through the United 
States Employment Service and local 
State Employment Service Offices. 


The survey of outside electrical 
work, necessary to establish this bat- 
tery, was conducted by Mr, Joseph F. 
Dunphy and Mr. Rudolph Raphelson 
of the Philadelphia Office of the 
Bureau of Employmcfnt Security, affi- 
liated with the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor. It consisted of giving 
general aptitude tests to 61 success- 
fully employed journeymen and a de- 
tailed analysis of all phases of distri- 
bution, transmission, sub*station and 
underground work by observation on 
the various job.s and consultation with 
job supervisors. 

The local union requested %^olun- 
teers from the jounieyman members 
and 61 volunteered to give pertinent 
personal information, which was 
necessary for the study, and take the 
two and one-half hour tests. Thi; com- 
mittee reimbursed these members for 
the half day wages lost and for their 
e.xptmses- They were given their 
choice of five bureau offices in which 
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Kchiilli. L. U. 28 
to take the U?sts, allowing them the 
selection of the most convenient office. 
Tests were conducted in York, Read- 
ing, Norristown, Chester and Phila- 
delfihia on June !7, 18, 24, 25 and 
July 22 and 211. The result.s of the 
tests were not made available to the 
individual taking the test, the employ- 
er or the local union. 

We are indeed grateful for the co- 
operation shown by our employers 
and especially to the following ivho 
permitted their employes to leave 
their Jobs for a half tlay to lake the

from such laws. Cmdainly it isn't the 
workers as the proponents of these 
laws would have us believe. Th4!Be 
laws not only do not guarantee anyone 
a right to work, they do not ulToi'rl 
woi'k opportunity. One must reali 7 .e 
that job opimrtunity must made 
available l>efore a worker is offered 
employment amt that the worker is 
not guaranteed employment even if 
work is available, for it is the em- 
ployer who fiecides who he slml! hire 
ami, \mlc3H there is a utvion contructi 
what wages shall be pai<L These so- 
caBed protectors of the workers* 
rights who advocate ‘Right- to* Work* 
laws are more often the same people 
who employ their workei*s at a wage 
low^er than is necessary to insure a 
decent standard of living. They are 
also often the same people %vho 


Vhisel* on the workers* rights by 
» wading paying the minimum wage as 
I 'e< I id red by la w. 

"One neefls only to look at the rec- 
oid of the Htates having MtigliL-io- 
Work* laws to tdiserve that the per 
capita income of all of their citi/.ens 
is much low'cr than tlie iiatioimt aver- 
age. Certainly don't these einployerH 
realise that w'hen the income of the 
workers is re<tuced to u low minimum 
that such a worker is not a gofsl 
customer for goods or seiwiccss? Are 
they SCI fociiisb as to iHdieve that only 
they will Is' able to get the cheap 
iiihor that is the proiluct of the 'liigbt- 
to-Work* lawrt and that their competi- 
ticiii wonT he doing likewise? It is the* 
pay checks of the average workers 
that ring the cash regiafers in every 
town and city in Ihc country and only 
with a rea.sonalde income can a work- 
er Sfumd to nuike these cash registers 
ring. 



*'Tbeae .same employers would have 
you ludieve that their employes are 
satisfied and nut interestiHl in union 
representation. It la amazing luiw 
many of the peojde \vnrking in shops 
arsd 1 nisi nesses at suh-st andard wages, 
and often under sweat-sht>p condi- 
tions, inquire about what we, as urdon 
ofHdnls, can do to help them throw off 
the yoke of drudgery* These pi'ople 
come to us often in tlire fear of re- 
prisal should the einidoyer learn that 
they are st‘eking only a decent way of 
life.

Generator at Scotia 

L. r. 182, ErREKA, CAUF,— Sched- 
uled for completion in the early fall 
is the nevv steam turbine generating 
plant which will add 6900 KW of 
2400 v'olt |>oW(u' to the Pacific Lumber 
Company at Scotia, California, 
workPs largest redwood operation. 

Prime contractor for the complete 
installation which includes a new 
sawdust- fired boiler added to the 
existing facilities, is the Fluor 
Corporation, Ltd, which specializes in 
engineering, design, and construction 
of chemical plants, power houses, 
and 111 lied indust rta] construction. 

Operating on an extremely tight 
Fchodule which took full advantage 
of a short shut-down period by the 
lumber company, the Fluor Corpora- 
tion and members of local 482 in co- 
operation with other crafts success- 
fully met the tight schedule which re- 
quired “hot" change overs without a 
hitch on the nearly completed project. 

Working in dose quarters as some 
of the accompanying photos show, 
adhering to a tight schedule, together 
with a mandatory “no-smoking" rule 
incidented as n safety measure, would 
seem to be all the basic essentials for 
short loinpers and dissension, but on 
the conti^ury, this job has been one 
of the most pleasant if not the best 
as far as lalmr-miinagement relations 
go ill iUo history of local 482.

GE Plant Spurs Work 
For Atlanta Members 

L. 1', GI3, ATLANTA, C.A.— After 
ftntr months of negotiatine hy a haiU- 
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working commit Local iUti has 
just approved a iu‘w contract for con* 
s t r u c t i on m eni be rs. 

The Negotiating CommittiM?^ com- 
posed of president FL F\ Wise, Busi* 
ness Manager Harry Bexley and Ex- 
ecutive Board Members C, A, Angelp 
Bill Dean, Rill GufUn ami Hoy Jones, 
finally came up with what many mem- 
bers considered one of our beat con- 
tracts. 

The new scale shall be; August 
1958 — 3,60; February 15, 1959 — 3.T0; 
August 1959—3,80; January 1, 
1960 — 3,85* The apprentice rate is in- 
creased in the same proportion. Ten 
cents per hour shall be hehl in escrow 
by a local bank in individual accounts 
for a vacation fund, 

\¥ork in this area is at an abnor- 
mally high peak* The cause of this is 
a job at the Atlanta Chevrolet Plant, 
For some reason the powers that be 
at General Motors decided to build 
and equip a new addition In some- 
thing like 12 months* At the present 
time there are 3h0 men employetl hy 
Fischbach and Mooi-e, There are five 
other electrical contractors on this job 
with varying numbers of men. 

At the present time approximately 
200 traveling Brothers are working in 
this area. We would like to thank 
them for the fine job they are doing* 
All the visiting Brothers we have 
come in contact with are above 
average mechanics. 

A little over a year ago Westing- 
house Electric started construction of 
a new plant in .Athens, Georgia, The 
contracts were let to non-union com- 
panies* Local 613, the I HEW and the 
NEC A used every means available to 
get Westinghoufl<‘ to award the con- 
tract to union contractors. A deaf 
ear w'as turned to every plea ami con- 
struction on the 2fi million dollar 
plant has continued with non-union 
labor. 

To some labor leaders such a blow 
would have been so discouraging they 
would never have wanted to see the 
plant again. Not so to Business Man- 
ager Harry Bexley* He rallied his 
staff, and with the help of local mem- 
bers at General Time Company, went 
to work. After something like tht'ee 
months of intensive organizing the 
IREW has been declared the official 
bargaining agent for the noiv West- 
inghouse plant* It is contemplated the 
company will eventually employ a 
thousand workers. 

This would of course be an accom- 
plishment to be proud of any place in 
the country* But to organise a plant 
with this potential, in a town as anti- 
union as Athens, in a state with the 
anti-union laws on its statute l>ooks, 
which Georgia has, Is almost unbe- 
lievable.

This would mean that we couhl md 
reopen negotiations for wages until 
imiO. The membership felt that this 
was an unreasonable demand <m the 
part of management* and thus re- 
jected the whole package. The basis 
for their rejection being this extended 
period before being able to mipen 
negotiations for wages. 

Membei’K of Local Union 81MJ were 
grieved by the loss of one our 
most loyal and devoted membriss.

work on the other 10 until we have a 
100 percent union shop. Also, for the 
good of the union, we have completed 
meetings with the Instrument Divis- 
ion Plant No. *1 committee whereby 
they have agreed to join our local as 
soon as the company mo\“es them 
from Roseland to our plant in W'csl 
Orange. These emplr»yi\^ were pre- 
viousiy in an independent union which 
we attempted to organtze se^^cral 
months ago. W^e know Representative 
Joe Boki will be happy to hear this as 
it was he \vho was very helpful to 
us during that campaign. 

We are active in the Red Cross and 
Essex Conut y Blond Banks that are 
held here regularly for th(^ employe.^ 
use. We also have thre(^ union ofiicers 
on the safety committee, all of whom 
are doing a good Job. We have ac- 
tively participated in the local Com- 
m unity Chest annual appeals and as 
a result our division was the biggest 
contributor on a weekly basis through 
payroll deductions. 

Our former Edison presirlent and 
1955 NAM president died on June 30 
and our tribute to him in our July 
Newshfter was well leceived by both 
management and labor.

A particular union can and I think 
should, win for its membei^shijt such 
wage increases and other advantages 
as are within the capacity of the em- 
ployer to grant. A union unflerst ami- 
ably tends to he more optimistic about 
an employer's future wage -paying 
capacity than is the employer. Wrong 
guesses about the future are often 
made by iKith union and management 
ofiieials. 

However, the last thing a typically 
intelligent union bargaining negotia- 
tor w-ouUl do would Ik' to imimse a 
final demand on an employer which 
the union ofiicial believed would 
undermine the livelihood of his %vork- 
er-membership.

When our mitional policies [^emiit 
general |U‘ice infiation, the money 
earnings of employing organizations 
generally rise at a rapid rate. Then 


unions will try to win for their mem- 
bers as many as they can of the in- 
creased number of the depreciated 
dollars. Typically, the em]doyera pro- 
test against the union demands, then 
accede to part of them, then raise the 
prices of their products and then pro- 
ceed to reap higher numry pnyfitH 
Uam fie, fore — in spite of the increased 
money costs of employing lab<ir. 

But why i.s all of tins possibic? 
Surely it is because an excessive 
volume of total money spending has 
been permitted to exist. We now know 
that the overall volume of money 
spending is controllable by the Fed- 
eral Government and the Ft^deral Re- 
serve Banks — not by individual em- 
ployei'S, even the largest of them, and 
not by the labor unions. 

The current attempt to mohitize 
opinion for private purposes on the 
grotfjut that ifjiiVovs are responsihle 
for in Hat ion (or ffepression} appears 
to he a Hhodilp maneuver" 

These comments are from a man, 
respected in his ftelfl, %vho is not 
strictly ** pro-1 ahor.'^ Professor Tolies 
points out he is not an automatic sup- 
porter of anything any union may 
choose to do. But he says, disagreeing 
with certain policies is a d life rent 
thing fj'pm blaming unions for getting 
what they can at the bargaining table 
^ — given the economic climate expected 
by both sides.
